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BAR HILL NATURE RESERVE 
Hi again, 
Winter is well and truly with us; after one of 
the mildest Novembers on record, we have had sane 
really cold December days. 
Not only are the days colder, but with a wind 
adding its wind chill factor the temperature 
drops. Wind speeds being generally greater in 
winter than in Summer, winds are also potentially 
fatal to trees, especially evergreens, for decid- 
uous trees offer much lower wind resistance in 
winter when they are leafless. 
A couple of residents got in touch recently,to 
say that a tree had come down on the bridleway. 
It is now cleared away and will become another 
habitat for insects and wood boring beetles, which 
brings me to the trees along the reserve side of 
the bridleway. The majority of these are dead, 
and whilst being a home to birds, insects and the 
ivy that's climbing up then, they do sometimes 
come down in strong winds — be careful. 
The honey bees are still flying in and out of 
their nest in the oak tree. I don't know for how 
long they do this, perhaps if sameone knows they 
will tell me. Now is also a good time to see the 
old birds' nests which were hidden in bushes and 
trees, some really lovely, some that look like 
hard work, and some no more than a few twigs 
balanced on a tree fork, 
The pond is now full of water — good - and the 
surrounding area is waterlogged, with evidence 
of bank voles in the area; the holes can be seen, 
and also the droppings , which look like tiny 
cigars.. Just recently I had cause to go onto the 
island at the pond to put a nest box — I'm not 
Sure what is going to use it yet — when I found 
several holes made by voles, with again the 
droppings in attendance, so they have now moved 
onto the island as well. 
‘The plants around the pond are dying, but the buds 
are caming on the trees. Have a look for yours

~selves and see the great big sticky buds of the 
Horse Chestnut. The days are now getting longer; 
spring is coming, although it still seems a long 
way off, and the hedgehog, bats, dormouse and 
otters are still asleep, their way of coping with 
the cold weather ( my wife is jealous of the dormouse, 
which can spend up to nine months asleep, wake up 
and feed for three months, and then kip again, what 
a life)
